The Crawford-AuSable School 
District (CASD), received 250 copies 
of the report to be distributed as they 
wish. " 

CASD Superintendent Kent 
Reynolds said of the report, “The 
Governor’s report contains 
information which has been reported 
to the state on an annual basis for 
many years. The problem with the 
report is that they asked us for 
combinations of information not 
previously required, Paul Lerg and I 
spent about two and a half days 
researching and completeing the 
information that went into this report.” 

“The fact that district information is 
from oneyearand building information 
is from another makes the Governor's 
report very confusing,” Reynolds said. 
“For example, in calculating district 
staffing levels, all staff were counted 
including transportation, custodial, 
maintenance, secretarial, and food 
service, but in calculating building 
staffing levels they only counted 


intermediate school districts,and state aj 


universities and community colleges. 
The schools would be able to operate 
in every area of the state, They would 
offer current public schools teachers 
true flexibility over their career path, 


"This is a tuming point for children 
and educators,” Lowe said, "Charter 
schools offerexciting possibilities that 
are now stifled by outdated laws and 
rigid bureaucracies. Teachers will be 
able to developnew ideas and teaching

teachers, counselors, librarians, and 
teachers aids.” 

The calculations used for 
determining staffing, expenditures per 
student, salaries, and benefit rates all 
result in higher averages for salaries 
on a building basis than on a district 
basis, but lower average expenditures 
on a district basis than on a building 
basis. “TI don’t see how this could 
possibly be useful to the general 
public,” Reynolds said. 

The Governor’s report lists the 
CASD graduation rate at 70.2% and 
the dropout rate at 7.2%. Reynolds 
says that information is incorrect and 
very confusing. “Following each of 
the last three Grayling High School 
Classes from their freshman year 
through their year of graduation, the 
Grayling High School graduation rate 
has ranged from 81.4% to 87.2%. 
During that same period of time, the 
dropout rate has ranged from 4.2% to 
6.4%,” Reynolds said. “The state 


caiculated the graduation rate by 
multiplying the freshman class 


ae, 


retention rate times the sophomore 
class retention rate times the junior 
class retention rate times the senior 
class graduation rate. The calculation 
is based upon the faulty assumption 
that each class is exactly the same as 
the class preceding and following it.” 


Reynoldssaid the Governor's report 
has put every school district in the 
state in the position of defending itself 
against assumptions by the general 
public made on data compiled in a 
confusing and illogical manner. “Now 
the general public has to decide who to 
believe, the local school district or the 
state,” Reynolds said.

‘dinner. This year’s dinner will be held 
‘at the Grayling Holiday Inn at 7 p.m. 
The Grayling Junior Miss contestants 
‘will be introduced, and after dinner a 
‘special “secret” evening of 
entertainment has been promised. 
The Winter Wolf Challenge is a 
‘three-phase, two-day race that will 
‘incorporate the skills of kayaking, 
cross-country skiing, and 
-snowshocing, The race will take 
*place on Saturday, February 19, in the 
AuSable River in Grayling, and 
‘Sunday, February 20, at Hanson Hills 
:Recreation Area. 


The first leg of the race begins at 3 
p.m. on Saturday at Ray’s Canoes 
with the kayak event, One-man kayaks 
will leave the starting line in timed 
intervals.

D.C. Statehood loses .... or wins 


NEW COLUMBIA NIXED--

The District has a population of 
about 600,000, which is about 100,000 
more than Kent County, about 100,000

Legislation increases snowmobile 
safety, provides local assistance 


Michigan snowmobil¢rs would be 
held to the same drunken driving 
standards as motor vehicle operators 
and new levels of support for local 
snowmobile programs would be 
established under a three-bili package 
introduced this week by members of 
the Senate Select Committee on 
Snowmobile Safety. 

Legislation was routed to the Senate 
Transportation and Tourism 
Committee after being introduced 
Wednesday by Senators Don Koivisto 
(D-Ironwood), George McManus (R- 
Traverse City) and John D. Pridnia 
(R-Hubbard Lake). The legislation is 
a direct result of four public hearings 
held earlier this year by the Senate 
Select Committee on Snowmobile 
Safety, chaired by McManus. 


“Last winter season, we held four 
statewide public hearings to get ideas 
for these proposals from those who 
know the sport best,” McManus said 
in arecent press release. “I had alot of 


ideas before the hearings, but knew I - 


had to gather input from the people 
first.” 

“It’s also important to point out that 
if a snowmobiler is convicted of 
drunken driving just once, he or she is 
subject to fines and jail time. In 
addition, he or she would be required 
to participate in the safety program, 
and complete community setvice 
related to snowmobiling,” McManus 


said. 

Oncof the bills amends the Tourism 
Policy Act to require that 
snowmobiling be included in the long- 
term tourism plan being developed, 
while another amends the Traxler, 
Bowman and Bingo Act to allow 
snowmobile clubs to hold raffles and 
lotterics to raise money for activities.

Under current law, there is confusion 
as to whether snowmobile clubs can 
have raffles and lotteries. 


“This legislation is extremely 
important to northern Michigan, 
especially,” McManus said. “In the 
winter months, snowmobiles are not 


only a source of entertainment, but. 


often become a form of transportation. 
It'll be much safer if these proposals 
become law. The extra dollars will 
ensure trails ace well-groomed, and 
the increased penalties will ensure local 
law enforcement officials have the 
tools they need to crack down on 
abusers.”

A brief explanation of each category on the data pages 
follows: 


"Finance index 


The finance index allows you to review the financial resources 
available to school districts. The index is a combination of 
local tax revenue and general state school aid. 


The number on the data page is the amount of state and focal 
dollars a district receives per pupil for each mill of local 
property tax. A mill is the standard unit used to describe 
property tax rates and equals one-tenth of a cent ($1 per 
$1,000 of property value). For example, let's say a school 
district has a “wealth” of $100 per pupil for each mill of local 
property tax. This was determined by adding the district's 
state and local revenue, then dividing by the number of mills 
homeowners pay for the schools in that district. If a district 
has property valued at $70,000 per pupil (about the state 
average), that means each mill will produce about $70 per 
pupil, The other $30 per pupil comes from the state. 


School Operating Tax in Mills 


This is the number of mills property tax homeowners pay for 
schools in the district. A mill is the standard unit used to 
describe property tax rates and equals one-tenth of a cent

Enrollment 


This ig the number of students in the school district or 
attending an individual school. 


There are 525 school districts in the state with a total 
enrollment of about 1,600,000 students. On average there 
are just over 3,000 pupils in each district. Some city districts 
are very large. On the other hand, 337 districts have fewer 
than 2,000 students. 


Staffing Ratio 


. The number on the data pages is a ratio showing the number 
: Of staff members per 1,000 students. The ratio is used, 
: instead of total number of employees, to allow comparisons 
: with districts of different sizes. 


- The staffing ratio for the district includes all staff, including 
_ administrative, transportation, and food service employees. 
’ Individual building staffing ratios include only instructional 
- and instructional-support employees (quidance counselors, 
_ lor example), not administrators or custodians. 


Expenditures 
Spending numbers are provided for both the entire district

Mathematics

Reading 


There are two different reading tests, identified as "story" and 
“info” (information). Both are essentially designed to test how 
well students understand what they're reading, and are taken 
in grades 4, 7 and 10. As the names suggest, one test Is 
based on understanding stories, while the other tests 
understanding of basic information. In both cases a minimum 
scaled score of 300 is needed for a satisfactory performance 
(total possible points vary slightly from year to year). 


Sclence 


The science tests are designed to measure knowledge in 
such areas as life sciences, earth and space science, and 
physical science. These tests are given in the Sth, 8th, and 
11th grades, To achieve a satisfactory score, fifth graders 
must pass 24 out of 30 objectives, eighth graders must pass 
24 out of 31, and eleventh graders must pass 25 out of 32. 


What to Look for in Test Scores: 


If the school district's scores increase each year or remain 
constant at high levels, the district's students are performing 
as desired. However, if adistrict’s scores begin to decline and 
continue declining each year, parents and educators should

is not cause for alarm. That can happen for a variety of 
reasons. But if a downward trend in scores continues, there 
is reason for concern and a need for corrective action. 


Many things affect student achievement. The quality of school 
programs, while important, is only one factor in the 
performance of individual students. The most significant 
apparent factors are the family’s involvement in education 
and their resources. Research has established that the 
higher the level of the parent's or guardian's education and 
income, the more successful the student tends to be. This is 
especially true with younger students.

Dr. Fairbanks — who joined Dr.
